The old stretch o£ pike is scarified thoroughly, 
then rolled to a new ahd even and smooth surface, and the result 
ii most gratifying. There are stretches where the roads "in this 
County thus treated are vastly superior 
to ronds 
resurfaced 
at 


heavy outlay, and those who have watched the work say that ths 
rerolled roads will wear much better than much o£ the costly new 
construction. 


Commissioner Thompson says that a sum of $150 to $200 ex-

Chartered rollers and crews are costing twelve 
dollars per 


day. It is suggested that three at them can cover ten miles per 
week. The statement may be strong. But ten miles per week for 
lalf. the year would mean 250 miles of ideal roads. If the mainten. 
ance were kept up on roads when they first begin to rut and wear, 
the mileage could be largely increased." 


It is to be supported that heretofore Marion county, like almost 


every other county in the state has been squandering road money 
for improvements that did not improve. How (rue that is, at least, 
as applied to Scioto every one is familiar with by loud and long re- 
iteration, if not by actual observation. In ten years, lea. ing out the 
sums spent on brick roads Scioto has spent around thri-c quarters 
of a million dollars on road repairing. It, would he a hardy soul. 
indeed, that -would claim the highways are essentially hotter 
than 


they were at the beginning of the decade. 


The way to betterment is lung and slow, but it is clear enough. 


Every dollar possible should he spent on laying down u permanent 
road, and inversely every dollar possible should he saved in mak- 
-ing temporary repairs. Then with this should he builded the policy 
now being carried out in Marion county, a regular and intelligent 
system of repair, though 
we are of the opinion that system could 


be improved on and a vast sum eventually he saved by creating 
the patrol system by which the roads would be divided into sections 
end each section given over to constant 
care of 
one individual. 


With the introduction of the automobile, so that a 
commissioner 


could cover frequently and in u short time the general road divi- 
sion allotted to him tie patrol system could be mad1! particularly 
effective.

THE SALE OF MUNITIONS. 


One of the best editorials w-j liuve seen lately in explanation 


of the sale of wnr munitions to warring powers and the unreasona- 
bleness of German partisans wha arc crying out against the sale 
of munitions to the allied powers, appeared recently in the Ciu- 
cimiati Times-Star. 11 is given below, and is commended to con- 
sideration as an unbiased view uf the matter: 


"The systematic agitation for ail embargo on munitions from 


this country lias already It'll to the attempted assassination of J. P. 
Morgan, a bomb outrage in the national Capitol, and numerous dep- 
redations to which more or less publicity has been given. It is now 
apparent that an effort will be made to inject the question as 
an 


issue into llic next national campaign. 


"The question should uc examined entirely from an American 


viewpoint. There is no rule of international law that prohibits the 
exportation of munitions. Germany has been an exporter of arnn 
during wars in which she was not engaged. Any nation could ap- 
proach the foundries of the Krapps, who have shown a line impar- 
tality in the sale of munitions. 
When the present 
war 
began, 


onr laws, to which uo previous objection had been made, permitted 
tho American manufacturer of war material to bargain with 
the 


world, lint the allies speedily secured control of 
the seas, 
and 


closed flermnn markets to contraband. It was then that partisans 
asked the I'nited Elates to charge its laws to fit existing conditions 
m.vonlini: to the desires nf the German government. In other words, 
Uncle S;im u-as asked to adapt tiie hnv of the hind to the. necessities 
of one of the belligerents, about as imnentral an aet as the imagina- 
tion eau conceive this side of a dccliiration of war. It is our plain 
duly to preserve ilie status of our legislation so far as it relates to 
the \varriiu_: nations. 


"If the 1'niteil Slates slionld place nn embargo on arms upon 


the demand of one of the l.elfe-reuts, the possibilities of the future 
would not be plcasiint to contemplate. 
In the event of war with 


Japan, our nation v.-nuhl lie forced to look to Europe for assistance 
in the supply of ordinance, ammunition and all the other parapher- 
nalia that i;oes with modern warfare. 
It would be then that our 


embargo would rise 1o pl;it;iie us. 
dapnn i-oiib! insist with reason, 


employing our former eniltiir^o :i> a precedent, that European na- 
tions wi-re violjitinu "more enlitrhtenrd " international law by sMI- 
inu' us munitions. 
Imli-er!, \vc should have no moral riiiht. to ask 


Knrnpc to supply us with shells with which to kill Japanese. 
And 


by Ihc time we had sulVii-i-Mitly equipped our factories for our own 
needs, fuliy prepared -Japan would be holding au exposition on the 
1'aeifti- <-n;:s! to i-.-tcbrr.te ihc ni-'-c^sion of American territory.

to Florid* in mid-summtr would

Hades, while to the confirmed 
Flordiau the summer exodus from 
Florida by the

In the Marion Star we find this article, which ought to be use- 


ful as a hint to Scioto county: 


''It develops-"the .Marion, comity commissioners have adopt- 


ed the most eifectivc and most economic method of improved road 
maintenance which is possible, and great good is resulting. 
Road 


rollers and crews arc being employed on tho roads needing atteii- 
^on 
roliers hired from contractors, since the county has never in- 


vested extensively on its own account—:and splendid results are be- 
in-T accomplished. The old stretch of pike is scarified thoroughly, 
then rolled to a new and even and smooth surface, and the result 
is most gratifying. 
There are stretches where the roads in xthis 


count y thus treated are vastly superior 
to roads resurfaced 
at 


heavv outlay, and those -who Imve watched the work -say that thn 
rerolied roads will wear much better than much of the costly new 
construction. 


Commissioner Thompson says that a sum of $150 to $200 ex- 


pended on a five-mile stretch.each season will keep our stone rgads 
in excellent repair. Obviously, then, this is the course to pursue. 
Every roller which can Ije chartered at a reasonable cost ought to 
be kept busy. When construction makes the chartered roller im- 
possible, the" county ought to buy and operate its own rollers. 
If 


we ciui have maintained pikes at little cost, it is infinitely prefera- 
ble to delayed and expensive general repair. 


Chartered rollers and crews are costing twelve dollars per 


day. It is suggested that three af them 'euii cover ten miles per 
week. The statement may be strong. But ten miles per week fill- 
half the year would mean 250 n-.iles of ideal roads. If the mainten- 
ance were kept up on roads when they first begin to rut and -wear, 
the mileage could be largely increased." 


It is to be supposed that heretofore Marion county, like almost 


every other county in the state has been squandering road money 
for improvements that did not improve. How true that is, at least, 
ns applied to Scioto every one is familiar with by loud and long re- 
itcralion, if not by actual Observation. In ten years, leaung out the 
sums spent on brick roads Seioto has spent around thvse quarters 
of a million dollars on road repairing. 
It would be a hardy soul, 


indeed, that would claim the highways are essentially better 
than 


they were at the beginning of the decade. 


The way to betterment is long and slow, but it is clear enough. 


Every dollar possible should.be sp'ent on laying down a permanent 
road, and inversely every dollar possible should bo saved- in mak- 
ing temporary repairs. Then with this should be buildnd the policy 
now being carried out in Slarion county, a regular and intelligent 
svstem of repair, though we are of the opinion that system could 
he improved on and a vast sum eventually be saved by creating 


flic patrol system by wbich the roads would be divided into sections 
nnd each, section given over to constant 
care of 
one individual. 


With the introduction of the automobile, so that a 
commissioner 


could cover frequently and in a short time the general road divi- 
sion allotted to him f!:e patrol system could be made particularly 
effective.

THE SALE OF MUNITIONS. 


One of'the best editorials we have seen lately in explanation 


of the sale of war munitions to warring.powers and the. unreasona- 
bleness of German partisans who are crying-out against the .sale 
of munitions; to the.allied" powirs, appeared recently in'the Cin- 
qinuiti Times-Star.' rltys ^given below and is commended to con- 
sideration as an unbiased view of the matter: 


"The Systematic agitation for an embargo on munitions from 


this country has already led to the attempted assassination of J. P. 
Jlorjan, a bomb outrage in the national Capitol, and numerous dep- 
redations to which more or less publicity has been given. It is now 
apparent that an effort will be made to inject the question as an 
issue into the next national campaign. 


"The question should be examined entirely from air American 


viewpoint. There is no rule'of international law that prohibits the 
exportation of munitions. Germany has been an exporter of anna 
during wars in which she was not engaged. • Any nation could ap- 
proach the foundries of the Krupps, who have shown a fine impor- 
tality in.the sale of munitions. When the. present war 
began, 


our laws,'to which no previous objection had been made, permitted 
the Aiiicrican manufacturer of war material to bargain with 
the 


world. But the allies speedily secured control oE the seas, 
and 


closed German markets to contraband. It was then that partisans 
asked the United States to change its laws to fit existing conditions 
according to the desires of the German government. In other words, 
Uncle Sam was asked to adapt the law of the land to the necessities 
of one of the belligerents, about as unueutral an act as the imagina- 
tion can conceive this side of a declaration of war. It is our plain 
duty to preserve the status of our legislation so far as it relates to 
the warring nations. 


"If the United States should place an embargo on arms upon 


the demand of one of the belligerents, the possibilities of the future 
would not be pleasant to contemplate. In the event of war with 
Japan, our nation would be forced to look to Europe for assistance 
in the supply of ordinance, ammunition and all the other parapher- 
nalia that goes with modern warfare. It would be then that our 
embargo would rise to plague us. Japan could insist with 7'eason, 
employing our former embargo as a precedent, that European na- 
tions were violating "more enlightened" international law by sell- 
ing us munitions. Indeed, we should have no moral right to ask 
Europe to supply us with shells with which to kill Japanese. And 
bv the lime we had sufficiently equipped our factories for our own 
needs, fully prepared Japan would be holding an exposition on tho 
Pacific coast to celebrate the accession of American territory. 


"The absence of an embargo, however, is now creating in the 


United States a class of labor skilled in the manufacture of muni- 
tions as well as factories equipped for the purpose. At the end of 
the war Uncle Sam will know more about the manufacture of ordi- 
nance and shells than he ever did before., 
"We shall become far 


less dependent than we were upon Essen, Crcusot and Sheffield for 
our self defense. 


"And as to the moral phase of Uncle Sam's new business, it is 


well to remember that the old gentleman did not start the war, he 
does not want to get into the war, and he did not go armed 
for 


years as if fighting were the chief business of man."

ty authorities have not taken some action in the matter ol the 
shooting affray of last Saturday night.

may have been the innocent party and have shot only to defend his 
life,-hut the fact remains that both men were violating the stato 
law in carrying concealed weapons.
